It is the custom in most fraternal groups to elect a new 
corps of officers to administer the affairs of the organization 
for each year. 

Al Azhar Temple of the Mystic Shrine is no exception 
to this rule, and in January, 1953, at the annual meeting 
of the Temple, the election of officers was one of the most 
important items of business to be transacted. 

The corps of officers in a Shrine Temple is known as the 
“Divan,” with the Illustrious Potentate as the presiding 
officer, and upon his shoulders rests the responsibility of 
overseeing the handling of the business and social affairs of 
the organization. 

As a Potentate finishes his term of office in our Temple, 
it has been our custom to advance in position each member 
of the Divan, the Chief Rabban becoming Potentate, and a 
new Noble is selected for the position at the bottom of the 
line. While each member of the Divan then occupies a new 
office, these changes do not seem to affect the smooth running 
of the organization, as these officers from past experiences 
are familiar with the methods of handling the affairs of the 
Temple. 

However, as each new administration takes office, there 
are changes in personnel of Committee Chairmen and 
members of different Committees; also each Working Unit 
within the Temple such as the Patrol, Bands, Shrine Clubs, 
etc., change their officers. This puts men in positions with 
which they are somewhat unfamiliar. While they have a 
general knowledge of the duties of their new positions, they 
lack the experience of having handled the details of their new 
duties and naturally some weeks pass before the new Com¬ 
mittees and unit officers function smoothly. 


In an organization as large as Al Azhar Temple, it 
would be impossible for the Illustrious Potentate to handle 
all of the business affairs of the Temple, so different duties 
are assigned to different members of the Divan and the 
Divan as a whole functions as a sort of Board of Directors 
with the Potentate acting as Chairman of the Board. 

Outside of the clerical and property managership forces 
in the Recorder’s office, there are no salaries paid, and it is 
surprising to note the interest displayed by officers, commit¬ 
tee chairmen, committeemen, working unit men, and mem¬ 
bers of the Nobility. 

It would be impossible to hire most of these men; instead 
they contribute their time, thought and effort in looking after 
the welfare of our Temple, and were it not for their unselfish 
service, we would be hard pressed to carry on. Their reward 
for their services is the knowledge of a job well done, and the 
opportunity to make many close friendships and to partici¬ 
pate in the good fellowship and comradeship which is the 
usual thing among Shriners. 

In the Shrine, the cares, anxieties, vexations and strug¬ 
gles of our daily business tasks are laid aside and for the 
time forgotten while we enjoy the relaxation of fraternal 
friendship and harmless amusements. 

In every man there lives the eternal spirit of boyhood 
and exuberance which in the business world we are apt to 
hide. However, at Shrine functions they are given full 
play and for the time our troubles are forgotten. These 
periods of relaxation bring the members of the Nobility back 
to their business tasks refreshed in mind and spirit and better 
able to cope with the problems of the outside world.

POTENTATE NAMES AMBASSADORS TO MANY 

AL AZHAR OASES 



Most Nobles have a rather hazy idea as to the func¬ 
tion and duties of a Potentate's Ambassador. We know 
they are a good bunch of fellows, but if any one is asked 
to define their job fully, some would hem and haw and 
try to change the subject. Below is our definition of a 
Potentate's Ambassador. We publish it here in full not 
only because it is instructive to we Nobles, but also be¬ 
cause it can serve as a guide for the duly chosen Am¬ 
bassadors and help to serve with greater efficiency and 
co-operation. 

1. A Potentate's Ambassador should be a leader 
among men and a respected citizen of his community. 

2, He should keep in touch with Temple affairs so that 
at all times he is in a position to know its problems. 


5. He should call at the home of members who have 
been summoned by the Black Camel and convey the 
sympathy of the Potentate and the Temple to the be¬ 
reaved family. 

6. He should notify the Recorder's Office immediately 
by phone or wire of the death of any member in his terri¬ 
tory so that proper duties on our part may be completed. 

7. He should be the one man to whom all Nobles in 
that territory, city or town, could go to for advice regard¬ 
ing anything in connection with Temple affairs. 

8. He should be on the alert for promising new mem¬ 
bers as candidates for our ceremonials, combing the list 
of nowly-made Knight Templar or Scottish Rite Masons 
in his territory for that purpose. 


3. He should represent the Potentate in his district 
in all matters concerning the welfare of his Temple. 

4. He should call on the sick, convey the v/ell wishes 
of the Temple for their speedy recovery and notify the 
Potentate of any serious or lingering illness. 


9. He should bo watchful at all times for children 
under 14 years of age who are crippled and get the de¬ 
tails and financial conditions of the cases. Follow them 
through to an entrance to our Winnipeg Hospital that 
their defects may be corrected or helped.

“I Believe in the Future Life” 

(NOBLE) DR. FRANK S. MORLEY, Ph.D. (Edin.), B.D. 


I believe in the future life because no 
one has shown me an argument against it. 
When anyone disbelieves he only says stub¬ 
bornly and senselessly, “I don’t believe it.” 

I believe in the future life because I 
believe in the justice of the universe. In 
this world the finest souls have the most 
severe suffering. Socrates is given hemlock, 
Christ is crucified, and the spiritual leaders 
of mankind are martyred. 

I believe in the future life because it is 
the only faith that gives meaning to this 
life. Here we grow a character. Here we 
DR. MORLEY (ji e w ith our ideals unachieved. Every one 
of us sees life as “an unfinished symphony”. 
It is not reasonable that such characters are “thrown as rub¬ 
bish to the void”. The future life makes sense of the world. 
As Emerson says, “What is excellent as God lives is perm¬ 
anent”. 

I believe in the future life because the best people the 
world has known believed in it. Show me what minds and 
characters disbelief can line up against believers like Hera¬ 
clitus, Pythagoras, Plotinus, Plato, Socrates, Paul, Augustine, 
Dante, Goethe, Wordsworth, Tennyson, Hume, Bradley, Tem¬ 
ple, and thousands more. 

I believe in the future life because it is instinct in man¬ 
kind. People of all races and all times have believed in it. 
Thus Laertius tells us that “the Egyptians believe the soul 
is eternal and migratory”. Even the gloomy German philoso¬ 
pher, Schopenhauer, says that belief in the future life “pre¬ 
sents itself as the natural conviction of man whenever he re¬ 
flects at all in an unprejudiced manner”. 

I beleve in the future life because it gives meaning to 
personality. My personality is not my body. “I” have a 
body. “I” use my body in the way that a musician uses his 
musical instruments. We are told by a great scientist that 
the brain of an ape differs very little from that of a man. 


“As far as I can see”, he says, “if the soul of a man could 
get behind the brain of an ape he could probably use it 
almost as well as his own”. The soul is dependent on its body 
for work in this life, but the soul is more than the body and 
finally is independent of the body. Thus Socrates said, “You 
can have me if you can catch me”. 

I believe in the future life because it is a faith which 
gives courage, joy, and purpose to this life. We never despair 
of good causes. Disbelief makes life ugly and meaningless. 
There are some who say, “One world at a time. Let us do as 
well as we can in this world and let the next take care of 
itself”. But we can’t do as well as we can in this world un¬ 
less we have heart in our work and we can’t have heart 
in our work unless we are assured that the universe is moral 
and just. We must have vision, hope, and the assurance of 
ultimate triumph for righteousness. Since we know that 
civilizations die, since we know that the world itself will 
perish, immortality through the race is silly. One of the 
finest statements regarding the future life is by Macneile 
Dixon in his superb Gifford Lectures: “Immortality is a word 
which stands for the stability or permanence of that unique 
and precious quality we discern in the soul, which, if lost, 
leaves nothing worth preservation in the world”. 

I believe in the future life because it is the spiritual con¬ 
ception of the world as opposed to materialism.
